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The  year  1969  has,  for  small  District  Councils,  been  rather  clouded 
by  the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Local  Government.  It 
has  produced  a  quite  natural  fear  that  if  the  proposals  that  there 
should  be  large  unitary  authorities  should  be  accepted.  Rural 
Districts  particularly  will  be  swamped  by  urban  superiority  of 
numbers.  Since  to  a  large  extent  elected  representation  will  go  by 
population,  it  seems  that  small  rural  areas  will  have  scant  con¬ 
sideration  where  additional  living  amenities  are  concerned.  I  have 
taken  every  opportunity  during  the  year  of  suggesting  to  Councils 
that  capital  projects  envisaged  for  the  next  few  years  should  be 
pursued  with  all  speed,  since  it  is  doubtful  whether  sewage  schemes 
for  small  villages  of  a  few  hundred  people  will  be  thought  to  be 
necessary  when  the  decision  has  to  be  made  by  representatives  of 
many  thousands  of  people. 

Re-organisation  of  Local  Government,  if  it  should  come  in  its 
original  suggested  form,  will  have  a  considerable  effect  on  many 
aspects  of  the  work  in  the  present  small  villages. 

HOUSING 

While  rents  to  be  paid  for  Council  houses  in  the  Rural  District 
are  nowhere  near  the  rents  that  have  to  be  paid  in  urban  areas, 
there  is  a  very  considerable  unavoidable  increase  in  the  rents 
which  must  be  paid  for  new  Council  houses  which  are  being  built 
at  the  present  time.  The  greater  expense  of  providing  these  houses, 
both  from  a  point  of  view  of  the  cost  of  land  but  even  more  from 
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the  point  of  view  from  the  increased  standards  to  which  these  houses 
have  to  be  built  to  conform  with  the  Parker  Morris  standard  which 
is  now  obligatory.  I  do  not  quibble  about  the  need  for  these  high 
standards  which  look  far  ahead  into  the  future  and  which  will 
provide  a  pattern  for  modern  living  to  which  people  will  become 
accustomed  and,  in  fact,  demand.  What  has  not  happened  is  a 
compensating  outlook  by  tenants  that  provision  of  good  housing 
accommodation  should  take  a  fair  proportion  of  the  family  income. 
Rents  in  Rural  Areas  particularly  have  been  low  and  people 
have  been  accustomed  to  these  low  rents.  Increase  in  family  income 
has  not  been  used  to  pay  for  housing  accommodation,  but  has 
been  used  for  less  essential  things.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  central 
heating,  which  now  must  be  provided  in  all  new  Council  houses, 
will  be  used.  I  am  worried,  where  the  elderly  are  concerned,  that 
they  will  not  use  the  central  heating  provided  for  them  in  their 
new  houses  because  they  feel  they  have  not  the  money  to  pay 
for  it.  Since  the  majority  of  elderly  people  have  supplementary 
benefit  in  addition  to  their  retirement  pension,  the  time  must  come 
when  there  is  an  automatic  additional  item  of  supplementary 
benefit  to  pay  for  the  increased  heating  costs.  There  are  many 
people  who  are  considerably  behind  with  the  payment  of  their  gas 
or  electricity  bills  and  while  some  of  this  is  due  to  lack  of  sensible 
budgeting,  a  lot  of  this  debt  is  due  to  insufficient  total  income. 

SLUM  CLEARANCE 

During  1969  returns  have  had  to  be  made  to  the  Ministry  about 
future  programming  of  slum  clearance  by  all  Local  Authorities.  In 
general,  slum  clearance  in  the  four  districts  causes  little  concern, 
although  in  the  Rural  Districts  there  is  still  quite  a  number  of 
properties  which  should  be  dealt  with  in  due  course.  These  proper¬ 
ties  are  largely  occupied  by  elderly  people  who  very  often  do  not 
wish  to  move  from  their  present  accommodation  to  new  Council 
house  dwellings.  Part  of  this  reluctance  is  due  to  the  long 
association  they  have  had  with  their  existing  house,  partly  I  am 
quite  certain  is  due  to  financial  worries.  I  do  not  think  it  right  to 
do  anything  more  than  try  to  persuade  these  tenants  to  move  to 
better  accommodation.  Any  form  of  coercion  is  wrong.  Generally 
speaking  in  the  Rural  Districts  these  houses,  when  they  become 
vacant,  will  be  bought  by  people  at  present  living  in  Birmingham 
or  Coventry  or  the  bigger  towns  and  will,  without  any  cost  except 
perhaps  with  the  help  of  an  improvement  grant,  be  brought  up 
to  a  very  good  standard  indeed.  In  this  way  existing  houses  dating 
back  perhaps  several  hundreds  of  years  are  preserved  for  the 
future  and  for  the  pleasure  of  people  who  continue  to  admire  the 
villages  in  the  Rural  Districts. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Where  Stratford-on-Avon  and  Shipston-on-Stour  Rural  Districts 
are  concerned,  the  back  has  been  broken  of  schemes  to  provide 
modern  drainage  facilities  in  the  villages.  Those  few  villages  which 
have  not  yet  had  schemes  provided  are  being  dealt  with.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  where  the  Alcester  Rural  District  is  concerned,  for 
several  reasons  modern  drainage  for  the  small  villages  has  not  yet 
arrived.  One  of  the  major  reasons  for  this  is  that  the  three  large 
townships  in  the  Rural  District  have  had  greater  priority  and  in 
addition  the  rural  drainage  schemes  will  drain  to  the  sewer 
treatment  works  provided  for  the  large  townships.  Plans  for  these 
village  schemes  are  now  with  the  Ministry  waiting  for  approval 
and  I  hope  it  will  not  be  too  long  before  facilities  provided  by  the 
Alcester  Rural  District  in  its  more  rural  areas  will  catch  up  with 
the  work  that  has  been  done  in  the  other  two  rural  districts. 

In  the  Borough  of  Stratford-upon-Avon  adequate  drainage 
already  exists.  As  I  mentioned  in  my  report  for  1968,  there  is  need 
for  very  considerable  enlargement  of  the  Sewage  Treatment  Works 
at  Milcote.  This,  to  some  extent,  arises  from  the  acceptance  by 
the  Borough  Council  of  sewage  from  the  Rural  Districts.  By  the 
end  of  1969  the  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  these  works  was 
ready  to  go  to  tender. 

MILK  SAMPLING 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
through  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  for  letting  me  have 
the  above  figures  for  milk  sampling  undertaken  during  1969.  I 
know  of  three  cases  of  brucellosis  which  have  occurred  in  the 
area  during  the  year.  Brucellosis  provides  a  public  health  problem 
which  must  be  solved  in  the  near  future,  but  the  solution  poses 
very  great  difficulties  for  the  farming  community.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  it  will  not  be  long  before  brucellosis  will  be  dealt  with  and 
solved  in  the  same  way  that  tuberculous  infection  of  milk  has  been 
solved  in  the  past.  The  farming  community,  generally  speaking, 
understands  this  problem  and  is  only  too  willing  to  help  to  find  a 
solution.  It  is  not  fair  or  right  that  the  cost  of  eradication  of 
brucellosis  should  fall  too  much  on  the  farming  community.  This 
is  a  national  problem  which  needs  a  national  solution  and  very 
much  more  financial  help  from  the  Government  than  is  being 
provided  at  the  moment.  Even  those  farmers  who  are  only  too 
willing  to  clear  their  herds  of  brucellosis  very  greatly  resent  the 
cost  which  falls  on  them  to  do  so  and  what  appear  to  be  threats 
by  legislation  if  they  should  try  to  avoid  the  financial  loss  in 
slaughtering  a  cow  which  has  been  found  to  be  infected.

OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE 

In  my  last  report  I  made  mention  of  a  project  by  the  Warwick¬ 
shire  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  to  provide  more  information 
in  the  villages  of  the  Rural  District  about  help  that  can  be  provided 
for  the  elderly.  This  scheme  is  now  under  way.  Each  village  has  a 
representative  provided  with  full  information  about  official  help 
which  is  obtainable.  Requests  for  help  for  people  living  in  their 
villages  come  to  the  official  providers  of  this  help  in  increasing 
amount.  Towns  have  had  this  close  link-up  for  many  years.  From 
the  way  in  which  this  scheme  is  working  I  feel  certain  that  village 
dwellers  will  soon  be  as  much  in  touch  and  as  knowledgeable 
about  help  which  can  be  provided  as  those  who  live  in  towns. 

The  major  portion  of  this  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is,  of  course,  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  four 
Councils  concerned.  I  am  very  grateful  to  them  for  the  trouble 
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they  take.  I  have  always,  during  the  years,  left  the  reports  just  as 
they  come  from  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  I  have  not  edited 
them  in  any  way.  I  entirely  agree  with  any  comment  they  have  to 
make  about  any  aspect  of  public  health  occurring  in  their  district. 

It  has  been,  as  always,  a  very  great  pleasure  to  work  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  Councils  which  I  serve.  It  has  also  been 
a  very  great  pleasure  to  work  alongside  those  officers  whose  work 
links  up  with  mine.  I  am  most  grateful,  in  addition,  for  the  help 
I  have  received  from  those  who  work  in  my  office.

DISINFESTATION  AND  DISINFECTION 

Nineteen  premises  were  treated  for  ants  and  23  premises  disinfested  for 
various  insect  pests.  Additionally,  the  department  was  called  upon  to 
deal  with  the  eradication  of  133  wasps  nests. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  generally  hotels  and 
restaurants  are  given  a  twice  weekly  collection  service.  During  the  season 
particularly  where  storage  space  is  limited  the  refuse  is  removed  more 
frequently  from  some  hotels  and  restaurants. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  with  the  use  of  a 
mechanical  shovel  for  efficiency  on  the  Unicorn  Meadows.  Fly  and  other 
insect  pests  control  measures  with  approved  insecticides  are  carried  out 
daily  during  warm  weather  periods,  and  the  tip  is  subjected  to  frequent 
rodent  control  measures.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

In  my  report  for  1968  I  expressed  considerable  concern  about  the 
inadequacy  of  the  Sewage  Treatment  Works  at  Milcote  to  which  all  sewage 
from  the  Borough  drains  and  which  accepts  sewage  also  from  part  of  the 
Alcester  Rural  District  and  Stratford-upon-Avon  Rural  District. 

During  1969  a  new  scheme  of  extension  of  the  works  at  Milcote  has 
been  designed  by  the  Borough  Engineer's  Department.  This  new  scheme 
will  increase  the  capacity  of  the  works  by  32  per  cent  as  regards  volume 
and  by  50  per  cent  as  regards  the  ability  to  cope  with  strength  of  sewage. 
It  is  hoped  that  these  extensions,  which  will  be  very  expensive,  will  be 
sufficient  to  last  until  1975. 

During  the  early  months  of  1970  a  tender  for  this  work  was  accepted 
and  it  is  hoped  that  in  order  to  avoid  any  possible  difficulty,  this  exten¬ 
sion  will  be  functioning  at  an  early  date. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

All  water  supplies  in  the  Borough  are  provided  by  the  South  Warwick¬ 
shire  Water  Board.  There  have  been  no  shortages  during  the  year  and  the 
quality  of  the  water  has  been  above  reproach  bacteriologically.  The  water 
is  not  plumbo  solvent.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  ten  day  refuse  collection  service  is  still  maintained. 

A  firm  interested  in  the  sale  and  promotion  of  paper  sacks  carried  out 
a  survey  of  the  district  with  a  view  to  bringing  this  type  of  scheme  into 
operation  for  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse.  The  Council  after  long  deliber¬ 
ations  could  not  be  persuaded  to  adopt  this  type  of  scheme. 

There  is  a  shortage  of  refuse  tipping  sites  in  the  area  so  representatives 
of  the  districts  in  South  Warwickshire  are  having  meetings  with  a  view  to 
the  possibility  of  installing  an  incineration  plant. 

The  Councils  refuse  tip  at  Broom  is  full  and  the  new  tip  at  the  railway 
cutting  at  Kinwarton  will  be  brought  into  operation  in  early  1970. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACTS,  1956  AND  1968 

Recording  apparatus  is  still  maintained  in  Alcester  and  Studley  and 
information  supplied  to  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council  and  the 
Ministry  of  Technology  at  Warren  Spring  Laboratory. 

Since  the  Height  of  Chimney  legislation  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  April,  1969,  it  has  been  necessary  to  attend  to  four  applications,  all 
of  which  required  amendment.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


I  made  mention  in  my  report  for  1968  that  the  Sewage  Treatment  works 
at  Alcester,  Bidford-on-Avon  and  Studley  were  being  extended.  During 
1969  this  work  was  completed  and  the  plants  were  in  operation. 

Agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  Severn  River  Authority  to  in¬ 
crease  the  dry  water  flow  of  sewage  to  the  Studley  Works  to  290,000 
gallons  now  that  the  extensions  were  being  completed.  There  has  been 
difficulty  in  providing  an  acceptable  effluent  from  these  works  but  now  that 
the  extensions  are  finished  there  should  be  no  difficuly. 

Formal  agreement  was  reached  to  divert  sewage  from  certain  northern 
parts  of  the  Rural  District  to  the  new  Redditch  Development  Corporation 
works  at  Spernal.  Sewage  from  Mappleborough  Green,  the  northern  and 
eastern  part  of  Studley  and  the  large  volume  of  trade  effluent  from  the 
Needle  Industries  Factory  in  Studley  will  be  diverted  to  these  works. 

It  is  understandable  that  modernised  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment  is 
an  essential  for  the  three  large  centres  of  population  in  the  Rural  District. 
This  unfortunately  has  meant  that  the  small  villages  have  been  to  a  greater 
or  lesser  extent,  neglected  although  considerable  nuisance  occurs.  In  con¬ 
trast  to  the  other  two  rural  districts  there  are  now  very  many  villages  in 
the  Alcester  Rural  District  which  badly  need  modern  sewerage  facilities. 
The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  designed  schemes  for  the  drainage 
of  these  villages  but  there  have  been  difficulties  in  negotiating  the  purchase 
of  pumping  station  sites  with  the  owners  of  the  land  concerned.  By  the  end 
of  1969  these  negotiations  were  on  the  verge  of  being  sorted  out  and  I 
think  that  there  will  be  little  delay  in  obtaining  Ministry  approval  that 
these  schemes  can  go  forward. 

In  particular  there  is  difficulty  at  Ardens  Grafton  and  Temple  Grafton 
in  the  Stratford-on-Avon  Rural  District.  It  had  been  agreed  that  the 
drainage  from  the  neighbouring  Rural  District  should  be  taken  into  the 
Alcester  Rural  District’s  sewers  and  treated  at  the  Bidford-on-Avon  works. 
Pollution  of  roadside  ditches  in  Ardens  Grafton  has  been  extreme  for 
many  years  and  there  have  been  many  complaints  not  only  from  ratepayers 
in  the  Alcester  Rural  District  but  from  the  members  of  Stratford-on-Avon 
Rural  District  Council  because  a  remedy  appeared  to  be  so  long  delayed. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Water  supplies  in  the  Rural  District,  which  are  to  a  large  extent  provided 
from  the  East  Worcestershire  Water  Works  Company,  have  been  adequate 
during  the  year.  Fluoridation  is  carried  out  on  the  water  which  is 
supplied  to  the  Parish  of  Bidford-on-Avon.

Council  Houses  Improvements 

All  the  substandard  council  houses  were  improved  before  the  end  of  1962. 
The  Council  have  not  formulated  any  programme  to  enforce  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  property  by  statutory  means  as  there  has  been  a  steady  flow  of 
applications  over  the  years.  It  is  hoped  that  the  greater  incentives  now 
given  under  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  will  be  taken  up  by  owners  and  so 
accelerate  this  programme.  The  larger  property  owners  proceed  with  a 
number  of  their  properties  each  year.  General  help,  advice  and  encourage¬ 
ment  is  given  to  all  interested  parties  by  the  staff  on  all  applications  for 
grant. 


LOCAL  AUTHORITY  HOUSING 

The  Council  has  an  existing  stock  of  978  Council  dwellings,  which  will 
be  increased  in  the  coming  year  by  12  houses  under  construction  and  a 
further  75  dwellings  in  the  pipeline.  Instructions  have  been  given  for  the 
preparation  of  plans  for  the  design  and  layout  of  these  dwellings  on  various 
sites  in  the  rural  district,  which  will  include  the  one-thousandth  Council 
House  to  be  built  by  this  Authority. 

The  Council’s  old  people’s  community  centre  at  “  Stour  Court  ”  is  to  be 
increased  from  27  units  by  the  addition  of  a  further  13  bungalows,  together 
with  an  improved  audio-intercommunication  system  which  will  also  be 
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put  into  the  existing  dwellings.  This  will  make  full  use  of  the  existing 
community  centre,  but  consideration  will  need  to  be  given  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  deputy  warden  when  the  whole  of  the  40  units  are  fully  occupied. 

The  sub-committee  set  up  to  allocate  Council  houses  continues  to  work 
well.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  186  applicants  for  Council  houses, 
of  which  36  were  for  exchange  of  tenancies.  This  compares  with  169 
applicants  last  year,  of  which  46  were  for  exchange  of  tenancy.  There  is 
still  a  general  demand  for  Council  houses  with  the  tendency  of  older 
people  wanting  bungalows,  which  the  Council  have  taken  cognizance  of 
in  their  future  building  programme  (35  bungalows,  40  houses). 


HOUSING  ACT,  1957 

MINISTRY  OF  HOUSING  AND  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT 

CIRCULAR  No.  92/69 
SLUM  CLEARANCE 

This  circular  requests  that  all  local  housing  authorities  consider  housing 
conditions  in  relation  to  slum  property  within  their  districts  and,  after 
carrying  out  a  survey,  the  Council  agreed  to  deal  with  a  further  63  houses 
over  the  next  four  years. 

The  problem  in  this  area  is  not  a  serious  one  and  although  another 
list  of  unfit  houses  has  been  made  and  scheduled  for  action  over  the  next 
four  years,  it  is  envisaged  that  something  like  98  per  cent  of  these  dwellings 
will  be  repaired  and  improved  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants.  Housing 
in  this  Authority  has  been  progressive  over  the  years  and  associated  with 
the  Council  house  building  programme,  it  will  continue  to  be  one  of  the 
priorities  of  this  Authority. 

Any  isolated  cases  of  unfit  houses  that  may  arise  after  1973  will  be 
dealt  with  similarly,  but  at  this  stage  the  emphasis  is  on  improvement  and 
repair  and  not  demolition.  To  this  end,  Sections  16  and  17  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1957,  have  been  used  with  an  ultimate  view  to  accepting  undertakings 
to  repair  and  improve  property  and  not  to  ensure  demolition.

DRAINS  AND  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

Further  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with  the  provision  of 
water  closets  and  the  alteration  and  improvement  of  drainage  systems. 
Over  90  per  cent  of  the  district  is  fully  sewered  and  where  new  village 
schemes  have  been  installed,  it  has  been  the  Council’s  policy  to  connect 
existing  properties  to  that  scheme  free  of  charge.  In  this  way,  the  drains  to 
each  property  are  fully  modernised  and  at  the  same  time  the  scheme  is 
therefore  made  fully  operational  on  completion.  Surface  water  is  drained 
to  appropriate  streams  or  culverts. 

Where  isolated  dwellings  are  concerned,  owners  are  approached  to 
modernise  and  improve  drainage  systems  by  installing  septic  tanks,  for 
which  improvement  grants  are  made  readily  available  where  applicable. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

There  has  been  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  collection  of  household 
refuse  during  the  year.  Collecting  from  the  back  door  and  the  fact  that  the 
larger  part  of  the  area  is  being  collected  every  week  has  shown  much 
benefit  to  the  public.  Unfortunately,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  collect 
weekly  in  every  village  as  the  two  vehicles  available  are  fully  occupied 
and  there  is  serious  disruption  when  a  breakdown  occurs  and  one  of  the 
vehicles  is  out  of  commission  for  a  few  days.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that 
the  Council  will  obtain  a  further  vehicle  which  can  be  used  for  refuse 
collection  in  emergency  and  perhaps  cover  those  villages  which  are  still 
on  fortnightly  collection. 

The  change  over  to  paper  sack  collection  at  Council  houses  is  progressing 
slowly  and  about  25  per  cent  are  now  on  the  new  system.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  change  can  be  speeded  up  and  if  possible  spread  to  whole  villages  at 
a  time  as  the  hygienic  improvement  would  be  of  considerable  benefit.

The  two  refuse  tips  used  by  the  Council  are  being  satisfactorily  main¬ 
tained.  The  main  one  in  the  railway  cutting  is  used  for  trade  refuse  and 
for  the  deposit  of  certain  car  bodies  and  bulky  refuse  from  domestic 
premises  as  well  as  for  normal  use.  The  second  tip  in  the  Long  Compton 
quarry  is  only  used  on  occasions  as  the  larger  vehicle  can  carry  the  refuse 
to  the  main  tip  in  the  one  journey.  As  much  combustible  refuse  as  possible 
is  burnt  on  the  tip  and  refuse  is  kept  under  control  by  the  use  of  a  bull¬ 
dozer  and  digger-shovel. 

There  has  been  no  call  for  any  concentrated  attack  on  pests  during  the 
year  as  the  heat  from  incineration  reduces  rodents,  insects  and  smell  to  an 
absolute  minimum.  The  tip  is  sufficiently  far  from  any  dwellings  as  not  to 
create  any  nuisance  from  smoke.  Pesticides  and  insecticides  are  kept  at  the 
tip  in  case  of  emergency  and  a  man  is  available  every  day  to  keep  the 
tip  under  control. 


NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION 

There  is  no  nightsoil  collection  in  the  area.  The  occupants  of  the  few 
premises  where  pail  closets  are  used  bury  the  contents  of  the  pails  in  their 
gardens  and  no  nuisance  is  created. 

CAMPING  AND  CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  seven  caravan  sites  in  the  area  registered  by  The  Caravan  Club 
here  five  caravans  are  permitted  to  remain.  There  are  some  13  single 
sites  where  caravans  are  used  as  domestic  accommodation  for  workers  on 
the  land  and  farms  or  for  family  overspill.  All  the  sites  are  fully  provided 
with  water  supply,  drainage,  refuse  disposal  and  are  on  hard  standings  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  regulations.  Main  caravan  sites  are  not  looked 
on  with  favour  in  this  rural  district  as  the  Council  are  anxious  to  preserve 
the  rural  amenities. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  number  of  registered  premises  in  the  area  is  78.  Of  these,  33  have 
received  general  inspections  throughout  the  year  and  there  have  been  no 
serious  complaints  or  cause  for  legal  proceedings.  Minor  contraventions 
have  been  dealt  with  informally.

One  property  in  the  area  is  used  in  connection  with  fish  frying  but  the 
trade  is  ancillary  to  that  of  selling  wet  fish.  Good  hygienic  standards  are 
maintained  and  the  premises  are  regularly  inspected.  No  complaints  have 
been  received. 

Sausage  Manufacture 

The  manufacture  of  sausages  as  an  ancillary  trade  is  carried  out  by 
seven  butchers  in  the  area.  The  conditions  are  satisfactory  and  no  wholesale 
trade  is  carried  out. 

Inns,  Public  Houses  and  Hotels 

There  are  28  licensed  premises  in  the  area.  Inspections  are  made  at 
frequent  intervals  and  the  conditions  on  the  whole  are  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory. 

There  is  a  general  tendency  for  the  development  of  the  catering  side 
at  most  of  the  licensed  premises,  which  needs  to  be  watched  in  relation 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  It  is  so  easy  to  try 
and  serve  too  many  meals  or  snacks  with  a  resultant  falling  off  of  standards 
“  behind  the  scenes  ”.

Restaurant  Kitchens 

Inspections  have  been  made  at  premises  where  food  is  prepared  for 
sale  to  ensure  that  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  observed.  Informal 
action  has  been  taken  where  necessary  but  generally  speaking  the  establish¬ 
ments  are  satisfactory. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

All  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  are  issued 
by  the  Warwickshire  County  Council.  Full  co-operation  is  maintained 
between  the  County  Council  and  this  Council  and  records  are  kept  of 
licences  issued  or  cancelled. 

The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  samples  taken  in  this  area 
during  the  year.  Twenty-three  samples  were  submitted  for  biological 
examination,  all  of  which  were  reported  as  a  negative  result  for  tubercle 
bacilli.  One  sample  was  reported  on  as  being  positive  to  Brucella  abortus.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 

1.  There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  at  which  100  per  cent 
meat  inspection  is  carried  out.  The  majority  of  animals  slaughtered  are 
for  the  butchers’  own  businesses  within  the  district,  although  one  slaughters 
for  a  butcher  outside  the  area  and  the  other  one  does  a  small  wholesale 
trade.  The  throughput  has  increased  this  year  by  a  further  417  cattle  units 
which  represents  an  increase  of  31.11  per  cent.  The  premises  are  of  a  good 
structural  standard.

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RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests,  Act,  1949,  is  implemented  in  the 
area  and  the  Council  employ  a  full-time  Rodent  Operative,  who  works 
under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  operator  carries 
out  survey  work  and  treatment  and  is  assisted  by  additional  staff  when 
sewer  treatments  are  carried  out.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  treatment 
of  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  sewage  disposal  works.  A  free  domestic 
service  is  operated,  but  farm  and  business  premises  are  dealt  with  under 
a  contract  system.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Water  Supplies 

Except  for  a  few  outlying  farms  on  the  higher  ground  around  the 
district,  the  whole  area  is  supplied  with  piped  water  under  the  control  of 
the  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board,  who  took  the  scheme  over  from 
the  Council  some  years  ago.  Water  is  taken  in  bulk  from  the  Cotswold 
Water  Board,  a  spring  at  Ebrington  and  a  booster  supply  from  the 
Stratford-on-Avon  rural  area.  There  are  five  service  reservoirs  and  four 
pumping  stations.  All  water  is  chlorinated  at  source. 

Quality  of  Water 

The  supply  is  controlled  by  the  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board,  who 
take  check  samples  at  frequent  intervals.  No  complaints  have  been  received 
and  there  are  no  reports  of  unsatisfactory  samples.  Check  is  made  of  the 
private  supplies  as  necessary  and  no  defective  samples  have  been  reported 
during  the  year.  All  the  water  from  both  private  and  public  supplies  is 
classed  as  hard  and  arises  from  the  Oolite  limestone  in  general. 

Action  in  Respect  of  Contamination 

No  action  has  been  required  during  the  year  as  there  have  been  no 
adverse  reports.  Supplies  of  chlorine  are  available  and  the  Water  Board 
have  a  portable  chlorinator  unit  available  in  the  district  for  emergency 
use.  Where  repairs  of  mains  are  carried  out,  the  section  is  carefully 
chlorinated  and  washed  out  before  being  put  back  into  commission. 
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Plumbo  Solvency 

As  the  water  supplied  in  the  area  is  reasonably  hard,  there  is  no  risk 
of  plumbo  solvency.  The  pipes  used  in  general  are  of  copper  or  plastic 
and  lead  is  only  used  infrequently  for  connecting  fittings. 

SEWERAGE 

Some  years  ago,  the  Council  embarked  on  a  policy  to  sewer  all  the 
villages  in  the  area  and  good  progress  is  being  made.  Of  the  36  villages 
and  sub-divided  villages  in  the  area,  26  have  full  sewerage  facilities  avail¬ 
able,  three  have  schemes  in  course  of  construction,  contract  details  are 
being  prepared  for  a  further  five  and  in  the  two  remaining  hamlets  of 
eight  and  19  dwellings  respectively,  no  action  has  been  taken  to  date. 
During  the  past  year,  the  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Armscote,  Darlingscote, 
Blackwell,  Newbold-on-Stour,  Tredington,  Halford,  Honington,  Oxhill 
and  Whatcote  have  all  been  brought  into  commission  and  house  connec¬ 
tions  are  completed  in  all  but  four  of  the  villages.  The  scheme  serving 
the  villages  of  Burmington,  Tidmington  and  Willington  is  almost  complete 
and  should  be  commissioned  early  in  1970. 

The  Council’s  small  staff  is  preparing  the  three  schemes  to  serve  the  five 
villages  remaining  to  be  sewered,  excluding  the  two  small  hamlets. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Council  to  include  the  making  of  house 
connections  in  the  general  constructional  contracts,  so  that  when  a  scheme 
is  commissioned,  the  system  is  in  full  use.  Detailed  sketch  plans  are  made 
and  recorded  of  the  drainage  system  at  each  house  as  the  work  proceeds. 

The  septic  tank  systems  in  villages  where  sewers  are  not  yet  available 
are  kept  under  careful  control  to  ensure  that  no  nuisance  occurs  and  to 
that  end  the  Council  have  instituted  a  scheme  for  the  emptying  of  the 
private  tanks  once  in  every  two  years  as  a  free  service.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


I  reported  at  considerable  length  about  schemes  of  modernised  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  in  the  Rural  District  in  my  last  year’s  report.  Happily, 
the  scheme  for  Wellesbourne,  Loxley,  Hampton  Lucy  and  Charlecote,  the 
scheme  for  the  villages  of  Alderminster  and  Whitchurch  have,  after 
initial  difficulties,  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  work  of  a  planning 
type  proceeds. 

Once  these  present  schemes  are  functioning  the  major  re-sewering  of 
villages  in  the  Rural  District  will  have  been  completed,  apart  from  the 
villages  of  Long  Marston,  Temple  Grafton  and  Ardens  Grafton,  and 
Admington. 

Where  the  village  of  Long  Marston  is  concerned,  matters  have  been 
in  abeyance  until  it  has  been  possible  for  the  Rural  District  Council  to 
purchase  from  the  War  Department  the  works  which  treat  sewage  from 
Army  property  in  Long  Marston  and  from  the  village  of  Quinton.  Once 
these  works  have  been  taken  over  by  the  Rural  District  Council  it  will 
be  possible  to  take  drainage  from  Long  Marston  to  these  works  with  only 
relatively  minor  enlargement  of  the  works.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
extension  of  the  Rural  District  Sewage  Schemes  will  not  be  delayed. 

The  villages  of  Temple  Grafton  and  that  part  of  the  village  of  Ardens 
Grafton  in  the  Stratford-on-Avon  Rural  District  are  to  be  drained  to  a 
new  scheme  being  provided  by  the  Alcester  Rural  District.  The  need  for 
adequate  drainage  from  these  villages  is  very  great  since  considerable 
nuisance  occurs.  Unfortunately,  it  has  not  been  easy  for  the  Alcester 
Rural  District  Council  to  arrange  the  purchase  of  sites  for  the  necessary 
pumping  stations.  This  has  meant  a  considerable  delay  in  the  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  scheme.  In  the  early  months  of  1970  these  difficulties  were 
overcome  and  the  scheme  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  in  the  hope 
that  the  necessary  enquiry  will  be  held  without  delay. 

It  was  not  possible  adequately  to  make  representations  concerning  the 
absolute  need  for  a  modern  sewerage  system  for  the  small  village  of 
Admington.  This  remains,  therefore,  in  abeyance  until  such  a  time  as 
finances  are  more  easy  to  obtain. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Water  supplies  in  the  Rural  District  are  provided  either  by  the 
Birmingham  Water  Department,  which,  happily,  is  a  fluoridated  supply,  or 
by  the  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board,  which,  up  to  the  moment,  is  only 
able  to  treat  a  few  of  its  water  sources  with  fluoride.  No  troubles  have  been 
experienced  in  water  supply  during  1969  and  none  of  the  water  consumed 
is  plumbo  solvent.
